Petrograd, July 29.—Russian armies 


withstood three furious attacks by 
Field Marshall Von Mackensen's Ger- 
man troops near Hornbiesof and by a 
successful counter offensive swept for- 
ward irresistibly recapturing three 
villages from the enemy. 


The official war office statement to- 


day related this incident to show the 
German wave was breaking fruitlessly 
on the solid rock of Russian defenses. 
The enemy continued to attack par- 
ticularly 
throughout 
the territory 


from the Wieprez to the Bug. 


It was on Wednesday night that the 


Russians 
captured the villages of 


Rakolupy, Majdan and Ostrowsky, 
with a total of 1500 German prison- 
ers.. Continuing, the war office stat- 
ed, "Persistent enemy attacks con- 
tinued north of Stecankowitse. 
We 


repulsed three furious attacks design- 
ed to break our front, inflicting heavy 
losses on the enemy. 


"South of Sokal we repulsed the 


enemy which crossed Potourzhitse on 
Wednesday morning. In these bat- 
tles we took many prisoners. 
Fight- 


ing of the severest intensity continued 
on the upper Bug, marked by heavy 
artillery firing."

Petrograd, July 29.—Russian armies 


withstood three furious attacks by 
Field Marshall Von Mackensen's Ger- 
man troops near Hornbiesof and by a 
successful counter offensive swept for- 
ward irresistibly recapturing three 
villages from the enemy. 


The official war office statement to- 


day related this incident to show the 
German wave was breaking fruitlessly 
on the solid rock of Russian defenses. 
The enemy continued to attack par- 
ticularly 
throughout 
the territory 


from the Wieprez to the Bug. 


It was on Wednesday night that the 


Russians 
captured the villages of 


Rakolupy, Majdan and Ostrowsky, 
with a total of 1500 German prison- 
ers.. Continuing, the war office stat- 
ed, "Persistent enemy attacks con- 
tinued north of Stecankowitse. 
We 


repulsed three furious attacks design- 
ed to break our front, inflicting heavy 
losses on the enemy. 


"South of Sokal we repulsed the 


enemy which crossed Potourzhitse on 
Wednesday morning. In these bat- 
tles we took many prisoners.

on the upper Bug, marked by heavy 
artillery firing."
